Then, one night, as he paced up and down the room 
he noticed the Bible lying on the dresser. It occurred 
to him that, although he had seen them many times in 
his hotel rooms, he had never read a Gideon Bible. 
He picked it up and leafed through it. The 23rd Psalm 
caught his eye. Its words, starting with, “The Lord is 
my pherd,” were familiar; he had learned them as 
a child in school. He turned a few more pages and 
read, “I will lift up my eyes unto the hills, from whence 
cometh my help,” and, “He will guide thee by his 
counsels... .” 

He took the book with him to the armchair and sat down 
and read for 10 or 15 minutes.

Under the Commission’s. propo- 
sals, home owners in the present 
Atlanta portions of Fulton and De- 
Kalb Counties would pay slightly 
less taxes. The home owners of 
the proposed new Atlanta area 
would pay slightly more, but this 
would be partially offset by a re- 
duction in water rates now 
charged by the city to outside 
residents, 

On the other hand, taxes on bus- 
iness property in the entire area 
would show a slight increase. Tax- 
es on personal property would 
show a slight decrease in the pres- 
ent Fulton and new areas of At- 
lanta, and a small hike in me De- 
Kalb city area. 

Take a leok at the charts on this 
page and see how the Commis 
‘sion figures you would fare under 
its proposals. 

The Commission figures that its 
“Plan of Improvement” will not 
‘Save much tax money, but will 
result in other savings in effi- 
‘ciency of operation. 

The tax study, based on 1948 
figures, shows that if the “Plan 
of Improvement” had been in ef- 
fect two years ago, the cost to 
Atlanta would have been increased 
‘by $4,008,000, whereas Fulton 
‘County’s expenditures would have 
'declined to such an extent that 
‘there would have been a net sav- 
‘ing of $715,000. 

The Commission had to consider 
many complicated factors. ‘Tor in- 
stance, the total millage rate for 
unincorporated Fulton was higher 
‘than Atlanta’s, but assessments 
‘were lower, and the unincorpo- 
‘rated areas enjoyed homestead ex-

| Unincorporated Fulton’s total 
millage was 41% compared to 
13914 for Atlanta in Fulton and 
38% for Atlanta in DeKalb.

|. Nothing makes us quite so bitter as 
' a group of grown people, wise in the 
of the world or, should we says of politics, 
taking advantage of youngsters in such a 
build up righteous rage in their warped, disillu- 
_gsioned souls—rage that will not cool ere they are put in their 
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graves with the scars seered into them. 


That is the reason we became so 
agitated a few weeks ago at that 
“throat-cutting and letting of 
blood” down in Macon. It was 
‘billed, I believe, as a meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the 
Georgia High School Association. 
In our opinion, it should have been 
called the “execution committee.” 

We have talked to a great num- 
ber—we repeat, a great number— 
of people in the know on that 
“deal,” and only one has failed to 
agree that a terrible injustice is 
about to be done more than a few 
very fine high school youngsters 
because of that committee’s voting 
that the “eight-semester rule” shall 
go into effect—even in Class AA 
schools—in 1950. 

Before any finger-pointing and 
nose-sniffing starts, let us say 
we know the rule will go into 
effect sooner or later and that 
we don’t, to any great degree, 
think it is bad legislation. Let’s 
not’ beat around that bush or 
dodge the issue by going onto 
any sidetrack. Our argument is 
—and it is shared by every 
coach who ‘will be involved and 
many not involved —that it is 
grossly unfair to many Class AA 
schools to put it into effect be- 
fore the end of the next school 
year. 

The rule—for those who are just, 
along for the ride—in effect says’ 
that eight semesters after a boy) 
first enters the ninth grade he is | 
forevermore ineligible to compete 
in interscholastic athletics. Sounds 
Utopian in a way; doesn’t it? Per- 
haps it is, but that has nothing to 
do with what we are talking about. 


Have Small Voice 


The AA schools involved had 
little say-so as to whether or not 
they were going to have to live 
with the law. As we understand it, 
the committee is made up of 22) 
members, only two of which rep- 
resent AA schools—schools which 
house roughly 30 percent of the 
State’s high school youngsters, we 
are told. 

That is the body that, in effect, 
said: “To the devil with what you 
folks want and think is right. We 
are running this show. We will 
make no exceptions for you even 
for that one year you claim you 
need. We are little schools, some of 
us with around 100 students or 
less perhaps, and we don’t play 
against you in football, or basket- 
ball or baseball or anything else, 
but we like to see you squirm be- 
cause you think you are big stuff. 
To heck with your reasons.” 

As a result of the rule’s going 
inte effect this year instead of 
next, do you know what that | 
means to athletes in at least nine | 
Atlanta high schools, which hap- | 
pen to be among the many un- | 
fair examples we can site? It | 
means that not one of those who | 
were in the ninth grade in 1946 |

Japanese Stamp 


Will Honor 
U. 5. Soldiers 


By RAY FALK 

TOK YO—(NANA)—Plans for 
the issuance of a Japanese inter- 
national postage stamp com- 
memorating the rescue work of 
the U. S. Twenty-Fourth In- 
fantry Division have been an- 
nounced. 


The stamp will make phila- 
telic history as it will be the 
first time a nation has honored 
in such a way a military unit of 
an occupying army. 

The tentative design for the 
stamp portrays a Twenty-Fourth 
Division liaison plane dropping 
a life raft to a Japanese woman 
and child standing on a house. 

Such scenes actually occurred 
last August when 300 Japanese 
marooned on housetops by flood 
waters in tre wake of typhoon 
“Judith” were rescued with 
rubber assault boats dropped 
by planes of the division. 

In addition, the division fur- 
nished ‘water purification equip- 
ment, DDT teams, and medical 
supplies. 

The special stamp is being 
sponsored by the Governors of 
Kyushu, who will submit forma] 
application for issuance of the 
stamp to the Postal Administra- 
tion Deliberative Council in 
Tokyo. 

Earlier recognition of the res- 
cue feat was accorded by Prime 
Minister Shigeru Yoshida in a 
letter last Autumn to General] 
MacArthur. 

“By their prompt and effec- 
tive aid, the American soldiers 
saved hundreds of lives, besides 
providing food, shelter, and sani- 
tation facilities to the people of 
the storm-stricken area,” wrote 
the prime minister.

‘Greenwich Village Changed, 
Says One-Time Resident

Speculation has it that Greenwich Village, once a mecca 
for the lunatic fringe in fields artistic, has settled back 


with middle-aged complacency to become one of those quiet 
sections for businessmen and their wives. ‘ 


The old-timers all say it. Nostalgically, they: remember the 


‘happy poverty of another era that feasted on red wine and cheese 
-- and pointed with pride to their leaky roofs and tattered wallpaper, 


the well-loved signs of a penniless passion which gave up all for 
the Muse, 

‘They: remember the garrets and the attics and the basements 
crammed full of artists, “cadndo-ettiots and the parasites who fed 
their souls on the Bohemian creativeness of a small section buried 
in the gut of a city. 

Mrs. Sara Penoyer, Promotion Director for Nelly Don dresses, 
down here as the guest of Richs’, reminisces happily on the good 
old days, when as a youngster just out of college she moved into 
the Village to be initiated into things artistic. 

Mrs. Penover remembers her apartment in a pink plaster build- 
ing, located next door to an ousted Governor about whom she 
always speculated and never met. She was head of rat patrol, 

and in the mornings, while the sun was still truggling to squeeze 
in between the tall buildings, she would be up with a breom on the 
trail of a vast army of king-sized rodentry. . 

At that time the Village boasted a varied assortment of alley . 
cats who climbed in one window of her apartment, over the bed 
and out another window. It was an endless procession all through 
the night. 

She talks about how the rent was raised $40 to pay for the 
Winter heat which was never turned on, about the dirt, falling 
plaster and the neighbors who lived in filthy rooms bright with 
the opiate of art. 

That was in the 20s, but things have changed. The Bohemians’ 
fell in love, got married and then had children, the stabilizing 
effect that lulled the Village into normality. People had cares 
and responsibilities and a reason for earning a decent living. 
The dizzy life got quiet and the artists began to raise their chil- 
dren the way they do in Zanesville, Ohio, or Macon, Ga., or any 
other self-respecting community. 

Things are rather normal, though even now one can often hear, 
a quavering tenor cutting the stillness of Washington Square, and in 
the early twilight they still come to sit in the park and blend their 
heterogenous tongues in an indeterminate din. There are still some 
young men with long hair who will argue long-and loud about art, 


and a few girls, with bangs, who wear slacks and carry crazy | 


futuristic paintings, like children, under their arms. 


Although it’s mostly a memory, the Village still has that aura | 


of things, artistic and happily helter-skelter which lingers in the 


Park and the strictly margined buildings.

The preacher and his wife, Mary; their strong son, 
Jason, and Ezra, the idiot son; Uncle Enid and Danny; 
Mercidy, the preacher’s mother, and Abner, his hired man, 
are the people you meet, and are likely to remember, in 
this novel about some not-too-distant yet pastoral time on 


the farmlands of our country. 


The story starts in Danny’s 
waking moments. The mare 
does not neigh in the barn. The 
yard gate slams, as if some un- 
accustomed hand had fed the 
stock. There is weeping down- 
stairs, for the preacher lies in 
his coffin, a shroud covering the 


face rubbed out when his horse 
threw him and dragged him 
along the cobbles. 

Uncle Enid and Danny, who 
is 12, are fugitives from a home 
as broken by passions as if it 
had been wrecked by bombs. 
When Uncle Enid’s mother lay 
dying, she abjured him to care 
for Danny and to love him, and 
her eyes held his as she spoke to 
be sure he would not be saying 
one thing and meaning another. 
He learned to be fond of the 
boy, as the boy was fond of 
him, though Danny’s every 
breath and word reminded him 
of the wrong done to Danny’s 
mother, and his, Enid’s, sister, 
by a stranger who had fled in 
the night. 

The boy and his uncle pile 
their belongings into a wagon 
and set out on a snowy road, 
perhaps, the man thinks, to work 
in the smelters where the pay 
is more than a dollar a day, 
as against the 50 cents he can 
earn in the fields. On the way 
they give Mary a lift, and dur- 
ing the long ride she offers 
Danny a home, and decides fi- 
nally to hire Uncle Enid to help 
on the big farm neglected ever 
since the preacher, absent on a 
mysterious trip, hai received 
the “call” and turned from farm- 
ing to tending flocks for the 
Lord, 

The constantly growing con-

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For the Talmadge Highway Plan. 


Both Gov. Talmadge and Sen. Ghol- 
ston have made a number of concessions 
in recent weeks which bring closer to- 
gether their respective plans for reorgani- 


zation of the State Highway Department. 
In fact, only a few important differ- 


ences remain. Gov. Talmadge wants the 


‘Governor to name a five-man Highway 
Board, with approval of the Senate; Sen. 
Gholston argues for election of a 10-man 
Board, one from each Congressional Dis- 
trict, by the Legislature. Sen. Gholston 
insists on a statutory formula for allocat- 
ing ali secondary road funds; the Gover- 
nor stands for allocating only 80 percent 

* in that mgnner. 

-. Compromise now has reached its limit. 

Members of the General Assembly, ‘and 
the people of Georgia, are going to have to 
make the choice. 

It is our considered belief that the 
Talmadge highway plan is superior and 
ought to be passed by the forthcoming 
session of the General Assembly. 
There are a number of reasons for this 

. conclusion. A constitutional board is nec- 
essary to achieve lasting improvement. 
Gov. Talmadge will push for a constitu- 
tional amendment. He has the support to 
get his plan through the House, though 
he may encounter difficulty in the Sen- 
ate. Sen. Gholston, on the other hand, 
has given up the idea of a constitutional 
board because he does not have the nec- 
essary political backing. 

The size of the board makes little dif- 
ference. The Board of Regents is com- 


prised of 14 members and does a fine job. » 


So does the Pardon and Parole Board, 


made up of only three members. 
We fail to see where election by the 


Legislature would mean less politics in 
the highway department. Noting care- 
fully that politics cannot be removed en- 
tirely from road-building, or any other 
State function, we believe appointment 
by the Governor, for staggered terms 
overlapping gubernatorial terms, would 
be just as desirable if not more se. 

As for allocation of funds, it seems 


“to us the Governor’s. proposal promises 


to work out better in a practical way. 
Emergencies have a habit of arising to 
throw rigid plans off the track. There 
was the South Georgia flood of about two 
years ago, for instance. A great many 


‘county roads were practically washed 


away. Had all secondary road funds been 
frozen by formula, State money could not 
have been used to help them out of a bad 
situation. Gov. Talmadge’s plan of allo- 
cating 80 percent of secondary road money 
will assure equal distribution, but it will 
enable the State to deal with such con- 
tingencies. 

The Talmadge plan has approval of 
Federal road officials and similar systems 
are in use throughout the country. 

In urging adoption of the Talmadge 
plan we have nothing but praise for Sen. 
Gholston’s five-year fight for highway re- 
form. He deserves the thanks of all the 
people for his untiring work. The truth 
is, the Senator was so appalled by waste, 
inefficiency and political manipulation his 
conscience drove him to propose imprac- 
tical restrictions in an effort to defeat 
those evils. :

day by the special commission which has 
been making a study of the problem. 
_ Its recommendations are far-reaching. 
~ \“They will entail, over a.period of sev- 
‘eral years, considerable changes in present 
procedures. 
gested or indicated. On the contrary, the 


commission sets forth a step-by-step meth-. 


‘od of modernization and integration which 

is calculated to make the change as pain- 
less as possible. _ 

“The Commission’s philosophy of gov- 
ernment improvement is evolutionary,” 
the preface to its recommendations ex- 
‘plains. “It calls for doing first things 
first. It asks for a clear distinction be- 
tween what is necessary and practical now 
and what may be desirable and practical 
later.” 

‘ Thus the Commigsion does not recom- 
mend that any change be made in the 
form of government of either the city or 
county. It does propose widespread . ex- 
tension of the municipal limits but coupies 
this with a suggested readjustment of 
taxes, in the field of both rates and ap- 
praisals, so as to distribute the tax burden 
equitably. This, it has figures to prove, 
would result in property owners in an- 
nexed areas paying but relatively little 
‘more—and in some cases actually less— 
“than at present. :

But no revolution is sug- 


fected under the Commission’s logical pro- 
posal to regroup governmental functions 
and consolidate offices’) and departments. 
Extension of the city limits would allow 
the city to perform all the conventional 
municipal services, such as fire and police 
protection, garbage collections and. build- 
ing, plumbing and electrical inspections, 
It would also allow the parks and récrea- 
tion and aviation activities to be handled 
entirely by the municipality. On the other 
hand, the county would operate the area’s 
entire health program, have its own pub- 
lic works and school program, and con- 
tinue to perform the traditional services 
of county government. 

The method by which these long-indi- 
cated reforms would be accomplished is 
such that it should incur little pdlitical 
opposition. But we are fearful that, out 
of the public’s failure to understand the 
plan and appreciate its advantages, it 
might not receive the enthusiastic support 
which is indicated. Too frequently in the 
past considerable sums have been spent 
for competent surveys by qualified au- 
thorities in the field of government, only 
to have their recommendations pigeon- 
holed by public apathy.

recommendations constitute a logical ap- 
proach to our current hodge-podge of over- 
lapping government functions. 

We urge that every citizen make it a 
point to get a copy and study the proposals 
conscientiously. 


_ Georgia GOP May Profit by Confusion 


The confusion over the eligibility of potential Democratic gubernatorial candidates is giving 
chances for a second party in Georgia a “shot in the arm.” It was only a few weeks ago that the 
new publication, the Georgia Republican, had an article by National Republican Committeeman Harry 
Sommers advising against Republicans running a gubernatorial candidate in the 1950 general elec- 
tion. Now there is a strong possibility that the Republicans will put up a gubernatorial candidate 


and go all out for a big vote. 

The reason: 

Should the Democrats nominate a candidate 
who is ineligible to serve as Governor, the Re- 
publicans would have a candidate to move into 
the Governor’s chair. The Republicans do not 
expect to receive more votes than a Democratic 
nominee in their opening attempt in years. But, 
®,2 Republican leader figured, if the courts pre- 
vent the candidate with the most votes from 
assuming office because of a constitutional ban, 
the man with the second most votes would be 
declared elected. This leadéf wants the Repub- 
licans to have that No. 2 man. 


The Republicans are campaigning for a 
big vote turnout next November, anyway. 
Foreseeing the death of all second party de- 
velopment if the county unit is extended into 
the general election, they want to go to the 
polls and vote against this proposed constitu- 
tional amendment. It could be their final . 
vote if the amendment passes. 


STATE DEPARTMENT of Education leaders 
are studying plans to change the Department’s 
method of distributing State-aid equalization 
funds to counties.

The Committee is 
drafting more than a dozen bills to get propérty 
assessed correctly in the 159 counties, and they 
want the State to distribute its funds on a basis 
that doesn’t reward dishonest counties. Edu- 
cation Department officials said that the distri- 
bution of State aid on a property assessment 
basis would automatically be corrected if the 
property assessment laws were strengthened. 


ONE OF the most important recommendations 
of the State Tax Revision Committee called for 


‘ placing the employees of the Revenue Depart- 


ment under the Merit System. This move has 
the unanimous approval of many groups. Under 
the present administfation, as: under previous 
administrations, the Revenue Department is a 
“catch-all” for political patronage. Revenue De- 
partment leaders, themselves, say they could col- 
lect more funds with better qualified workers. 
Incidentally, Georgia’s Revenue Department to- 
day spends more money on salaries and collects 
less money than many other States. That, of 
course, is caused by the hiring of persons who 
have more political pull than they have knowl- 
edge of tax matters. |

Boy Scout Idea 


Born in Besieged City 


In all the published stories about the events 

> 4 and the achievements of the first half of this 

: _ _ twentieth century, it has seemed a strange over- 

sight to me that I have seen no mention of the birth of an organ- 

ization which, surely, has contributed as much. as any to the devel- 

opment of the better quality of citizenship. I refer to the Boy 

Scouts. It was not long after the turn of the century that the 

Boy Scout movement was born in England and it spread, rapidly, 
to the United States and many other countries, 

Today there is no other international organization which con- 
tributes more to the cause of world peace and none which inculcates 
a higher type of everyday, workable idealism among youth.' 

I was a lad of 14 when the Boer War broke out in South Africa 
in 1899. Too young to know, or worry, about the causes and the 
background of war, but old enough to be fascinated by its romance 
and adventure as seen in the news reports in the daily papers. 
(One of the war correspondents who wrote those news dispatches 
was himself only 25 at the time. Name of Winston Churchill.) ° 


. The British were, as frequently before, over- 
Over confident confident when this war began. The Boer farm- 
ers quickly drove the comparatively few British troops back from 
Natal and the Northern Transvaal and, as a result, British garri- 
sons in three outlying towns, or cities, were left under siege. These 
places were Ladysmith, Kimberly and Mafeking. 

Later, of course, the British sent an army of gx quarter million 
men into South Africa, under the top military leaders of their day, 
Lord Roberts and Gen. Kitchener, and, in due time, won the con- 
flict. The three besieged garrisons were all rescued before they 
had to surrender, but their defenders were near starvation and in 
pitiable condition. | 

I can remember the excitement and the public rejoicing in my 
old home city of Liverpool as, one’ by one, the three were relieved. 
First Ladysmith, then Kimberly and, last of all, little, outlying 
Mafeking. ) 

It was inside besieged Ladysmith that a British army officer, 
Gen. Baden-Powell, conceived the idea of making the boys in their 
early ’teens useful during the siege. All the ablebodied men were 
under arms, defending their city, and the boys could perform many 
services, such as carrying messages, helping the women with house- 
hold labors, etc., that would otherwise have taken men from the 


maa line. 
terwards, when Baden-Powell returned to England, he saw 


how powerful a factor for training in good citizenship such an 


organization among boys could be. He founded the Boy Scouts. 

In this country there were, at that time, several small groups 
of boys of somewhat similar nature, under various names. It was 
not long, however, before they united in one large group, the Boy 
Scouts of America, and affiliated with their overseas fellows. 

Radio had not been discovered, or invented, 
No News at Sea then. Hence a ship at sea knew nothing 
of what went on in the world during its voyage, unless it contacted 
another vessel more recently in port. 

A detachment of volunteer troops left Liverpool for that South 
African war. I stood among the cheering crowds which saw them 
entrain. They went aboard their troopship at Southampton and 
sailed for Capetown. They were more than two weeks at sea on 
that troopship. 

When they reached Capetown they were greeted with the news 
the Boers had surrendered and the war was over. They. were 
never debarked. Their ship was resupplied, turned around and 
sent back to Southampton. Such as it was, they had some five 
weeks at sea on a quiet voyage at government cost. ‘ 

They were lucky. For disease was rampant then among the 
British troops. Enteric fevér killed, in that war, many times the 
number killed by the enemy. ! ‘ 

However, whatever the righteousness or otherwise of the cause, 
whatever else came out of that war, it gave the world the Boy 
Scout movement, and that, to my mind, almost justifies it.

Will Georgia Pay the Price? 


The Strayer Report on the University System of Georgia is on a moral plane. 
The report is concerned, of course, with mechanics of operation of the System, and 
goes into detail in recommendations for changes, but its greatest significance is the 
broad interpretation and evaluation of the University System’s role in shaping a 


greater Georgia. 


The Digest of the Strayer Report is in itself an argument for the 


benefits a f higher education, if only in the clear, emphatic and eloquent manner of the writing of 


the educators who prepared it. 

The Strayer group proposes an Administra- 
tive Code for the University System, and pre- 
sents such a code. With it, is this “note”: 

“The State of Georgia discharges its responsi- 
bility for providing higher education to the 
youth of Georgia through the University System 
of Georgia. In common with all other States of 
the United States, Georgia maintains institutions 
‘of university and college rank in order to pre- 
pare leaders capable of maintaining a free-~-so- 
ciety through effective and responsible self- 
government. 


“The fully recognized principle that all 
youth capable of profiting by college edu- 
cation and contributing. significantly to the 
improvement of general well-being should 
have the opportunity has-not been nor can 
it easily be refuted. In Georgia, 48 percent 
of the highest (in scholarship) 25 percent 
of high school graduates do not get further 
than high school. The data just now as- 
sembled in this survey furnishes conclut- 
sive evidence of this deplorable waste of 
the most valuable resource of the State 
through the failure to develop to full ca- 
pacity almost one-half of the State’s ablest 
youth. 


“A free society such as ours requires incom- 
parably more leadership than any other social 

or political type. European democracies are 
- much more centrally governed than the United 
States and consequently require fewer leaders, 
‘while dictatorships need NO leadership. Cur- 
rently in the United States we have 175,000 
governmental units. Our tradition of local self- 
government is mainly responsible for this great 
number.” 
- The Strayer “note” then goes on to these 
statements: 


“The United States has one college student 
for each 60 persons; Britain and France together 
have one college student for each 425 persons. In 
Georgia, the ratio is about 40 percent below the 
national average, or one college student for each 
85 persons. In number of college graduates an- 
nually the Georgia proportion to total population 
is about one-half that of the nation—one to each 
688 persons in Georgia as compared with one to 
each 348 persons in the nation.” 


The Strayer Report would cut the University 
School of Medicine at Augusta away from the 
parent at Athens and make it.a separate insti- 
tution. The Atlanta Division of the University 
also would be set free. Georgia State Woman’s 
College at Valdosta would be coed, and renamed

The report specifically and emphatically rec- 
ommends that $480,000 be made available right 
now to provide two fire-resistive stairwells for 
each 48 of the University System’s dormitories. 

The Strayer Report is on a moral plane when 
it says this: 

“The junior college, as a unit in the eommon 
school system, should offer free tuition to stu- 
dents throughout the State.” 

The report asks that the junior colleges in the 
University System be transferred to the State’s 
Department of Education. Establishment of more 
such “community colleges” is urged. 

For all the things that come in the clarion 
and just call of the Strayer Committee, there is 
a price to pay, but it is small when compared 
to the dividends which will accrue to all the 
people in the form of a better Georgia.

EASURE FOR MEASURE was written 
after the death of Queen Elizabeth and 
early in the reign of King James. The 
allusions to kingship and the art of govern- 
ment suggest that Shakespeare finished this 
play in 1604, or shortly thereafter, as a kind 
of philosophical greeting to the new monarch. 

The play marks the end of the period in 
which Shakespeare produced his comedies. 
Following Measure for Measure his series of 
great tragedies-begins. 

The source of the plot Was a story by 
Geraldi .Cinthio, translated by the English 
writer, George Whetstone, in his Heptameron

Angelo is strangely awed by the saintliness 


“of her character, as well as by the penetrating 
.. questions she asks him about justice and 


mercy, yet though he has the reputation of 
being singularly upright, he is all the more 
tempted because Isabella is so obviously a 
lofty, spiritual character. 

Shakespeare makes a striking contrast 
between the effect of Isabella’s moral loveli- 
néss on Angelo, the wicked hypocrite,” tem- 
porarily in the seat of authority—and on 
Lucio, the amusing man-about-town, who 


boasts of his immoralities; yet, becfuse of 
his natural kindness and good nature, carries 
to Isabella in the nunnery the bad news of 
her brother’s arrest.

Whetstone also made 
use of Cinthio’s plot in a play, Promos and 
Cassandra, printed in 1578 but never acted. 

This material, taken from Cinthio, is ex- 
tremely grim and cruel, -but Whetstone, a 
writer of no subtlety, knew that the very 
violence of the plot might have a certain ap- 


peal to some readers or theatre-goers. _, 


Shakespeare’s genius expanded the crude 
original into a thought-provoking drama of 
justice, and into an even. more thought-pro- 
voking discussion of sin and temptation. 

In Cinthio, and in Whetstone’s translation 
and dramatic version of Cinthio, a villainous 
judge condemned a man to execution. The 
man’s sister visits the judge to plead for his 
life. She is a beautiful. woman, and after 
listening for a while to her prayers, the judge 


agrees to pardon her brother if she will be-. 


come his mistress. Though she is a virtuous 


woman and abhors the wicked proposal, she * 


decides: to sacrifice herself for her brother, 
but after the judge has possessed her, she 
learns that her brother was executed .someé 
time ago. . 

The sister in Measure for Measure is Isa- 
bella, one of the noblest and most intellectual 
of all Shakespeare’s heroines. She is a novice 
in a religious sisterhood, intending to take her

When Angelo, the supposed good man, 


first sees Isabella’s loveliness, he is at once 


tempted to cheat and betray her. When Lucio, 
who can boast of no record for morality, 
meets Isabella, he is at once inspired to an 
unaccustomed decency. For a coarse expres- 
sion or two he apologizes in the famous phrase, 
“T hold you as a thing ensky’d and sainted.”’ 

In Shakespeare’s play the plot turns on 
the character’ of the Duke, a-most original 
creation. The Duke has governed Vienna for 
years with extraordinary leniency, and with 
satisfaction to everyone but himself. 

He knows that in his city loose living 
has been so long winked at that if he should 
try to work a reform, his people would have 
the right to remind him that he had encour- 
aged them in their faults. 

. He therefore decides to go into temporary 


exile, and to leave as his deputy the austere 


Angelo, to enforce the city regulations and 
to reform the town. After Angelo shall have 
raised the moral tone of Vienna, the Duke 
fancies he can step back into his post. 
Immediately after Angelo comes into au- 
thority by this eccentric arrangement Claudio, 
Isabella’s brother, a young man universally 


admired by the citizens, is arrested for mis-” 


conduct with Juliet, his fiancee. They would 
have been married shortly, but their impru- 
dent anticipation of their wedding gives An-

gelo an occasion to arrest them and to con- 
demn Claudi6 to execution. | 

Perhaps the Duke is not certain of An- 
gelo’s character, or perhaps he wants to see 
how the sudden. acquisition of arbitrary au- 
thority can change a man’s character. In- 
stead of going into exile he remains in Vienna 
disguised as a friar, visits Claudio in his cell, 
advises Isabella in her dealings with Angelo, 
and invents the solution of the ugly story. 

Angelo, as he has known, or as he now 
discovers, was formerly engaged to marry a 
fine girl, Mariana, but he jilted her shame- 
fully, and she retired to live in seclusion in a 
moated grange. Mariana in the “moated 
grange,” as portrayed in Tennyson's poem, is

of course this same unhappy lady. By the 
Duke’s advice, Isabella consents. to Angelo’s 
shocking proposal, but on the night in ques- 
tion Mariana, Angelo’s jilted love, takes her 
place. Angelo, thinking he has had his will 
of Isabella, orders the immediate execution 
of Claudio, but the disguised Duke intervenes. 

Soon afterwards the Duke brings to an 
end his supposed exile. Making his reap- 


pearance in Vienna, he is greeted by Isabella,. 


demanding justice against Angelo, and when 
Angelo denies her story, Mariana contributes 
her testimony, and to settle the controversy, 
the Duke reveals that he was the friar who 
had a hand in protecting his city from. An- 
gelo’s villainy. =e 

He orders that Angelo shall at once take 
Mariana for his wife and immediately after- 
wards be decapitated. When poor Mariana 


pleads for a more permanent husband, Isa- 


bella puts in a kind word for the villain who 
ote evil against her but couldn’t carry it 
out. 


The Duke then declares that Isabella is so 


‘ wonderful a woman that he will marry her 


himself. 7 

This conclusion has puzzled the thought- 
ful. The difference between Angelo’s reaction 
to Isabella’s loveliness, and the Duke’s, is not 
great—-except that the Duke’s takes a more 
conventional turn.

NE of the nicest love stories of 1949 in- 
volved the little country girl and ,the 
big-city truck driver. 

When they met, Norma Hutchins was 17. She

’ Norma lived in Castine, Me., on the granite 
east shore of Penobscot Bay. Nothing changes 
much in Castine except the population which is 
about 1,000 in the winter, a little larger when 
summer vacationists arrive.

like forever. Something had happened which 
neither one had foreseen, nor could wholly un- 
derstand. She was a patient in an institution 
where her sanity was questioned!

With that terse epitaph, a California District 

Court of Appeal recently snuffed out the embers 

of a $117,000 romantic squabble that had smoldered on 
judicial dockets for more than a year and a half. 

The disputants in the case were wealthy, 65-year-old 
cosmetics manufacturer Andrew Norman and his ex- 
fiancee, Dorothy Burks Stoner; an attraetive 29-year-old 
divorcee. Norman and Mrs. Stoner were battling over 
the ownership of an elaborate collection of gifts he 
had given her before she decided not to marry him and 
instead wed C. Earl Stoner, a Los Angeles auto- 


mobile salesman. 

Norman had demanded that Dorothy return 
the presents. She had turned a deaf ear. He 
then filed suit and the case had then been 
tried in Superior Court where Judge William 
S. Baird ruled in Norman’s favor. 
Dorothy refused, however, to accept the 
ruling and took the dispute to the 
Court of Appeal. 

That tribunai, in reviewing the 
history of the case, pointed out 
that Norman was “part owner 
with his .wife in what must 
have been a lucrative cosmetics 
business.

second marriage. When that marriage was 
apparently going on the rocks, she telephoned 
plaintiff (Norman) seeking advice, and they 
went to dinner. 

“Beginning with that. meeting, they beeame 
more and more friendly. On many occasions 
they talked of marrying. The. impediment to 
any immediate marriage, of course, was the 
fact that the plaintiff was still a married man .. . 

Norman, the ruling went on, “caused title 
to a dwelling house costing him $40,255.97 to 
be placed in defendant’s name. He also paid 
for expensive furnishings and household goods. 
He paid directly to defendant $58,945.20, the 
greater part of which she spent on the house 
and furnishings. He also paid for an engage- 
ment ring costing $18,375.50. . 

“In addition to these things, the plaintiff 
gave the defendant many other articles, among 
them being a fur coat and an automobile, which 
he has not attempted to recover. 

“Then a day or two after plaintiff gave de- 
fendant a check for $9,000 to pay final bills for 
furnishings, a swimming pool, a built-in radio 
system and a private bar, she called him on the

accidentally. 

The patient felt responsible for 
this death although it was not, in 
any way, his fault. His dyspepsia 
didn’t yield to medicinal treatment, 
but finally he was helped to conquer 
his feeling of guilt by the reassur- 
ance of friends and a psychiatrist. 
His digestive troubles disappeared. 

A 35-year-old businessman 
wanted to marry a girl whom his 
mother disliked. This was tragic be- 
cause he was devoted to his mother. 
He brooded over his problem. This 
conflict of emofions had caused him 
to develop serious peptic ulcers. 

After his recovery from a‘‘severe 
hemorrhage he was. induced to go 
ahead with the marriage and estab- 
lish his own home. His mother co- 
operated when she understood hdw 
seriously her interference had af- 
fected her son’s life. There was no 
more trouble with ulcers. 

While emotional tensions do not 


‘always cause ulcers of the stomach 


and duodenum (the part of the small 
intestine next to the stomach) there 
is much evidence that such tensions 
do aggravate already existing ulcers, 
and often cause perforation. 

The stomach is such a sensitive 
organ that it frequently develops 
symptoms of more or less discomfort 
and disorder when there is some- 
thing wrong elsewhere in the body, 
especially in the heart and other 
organs in or close to the abdomen. 


Indigestion may be one of the 
symptoms of heart disease, for in- 
stance. When coronary arteries are

Tuberculosis of the lung, kidney 
stones, gallbladder trouble and pel- 
vic tumors can cause pain felt in the 
stomach area which makes the pa- 
tient believe he has digestive trouble. 
For this reason it is important to 
have your doctor check continued 
digestive disturbance and find its 
cause. Often the pain may be noth- 
ing more than the result of indiscre- 
tion in eating and drinking. 

Overeating, for instance, is one 
of the most common causes of in- 
digestion.

Since her 
husband, William, had become sick a year and a 
half ‘before, Mrs. Murphy worked part-time for 
$25.35 a week in the cafeteria in the telephone 
company’s building at ‘140 West St. So she 
always had to hurry with her housekeeping.

This 
is their story, and the story of a diamond ring. 


When Mathilde Ziegler, 28 years ago in 
Budapest, became the mother of a son, her 
husband was so pleased that he gave her a 
blue-white, three-carat, unset diamond. 

Several years later, after her husband died, 
Mrs, Ziegler came to Amefica. She brought with 
her ‘a package for a friend of a friend. . She 
delivered the package the first day in America.

LL THE time Mrs. Ziegler kept the uncut 

diamond, even though they were so poor 
that the theft of $20 from her purse was a 
catastrophe which helped to bring on a nervous 
breakdown, and the finding of another purse 
with $15 in it was so great a temptation that 
she apologized to her then-jobless husband for 
deciding to return it. 

“Yeu are wonderful,” he said, throwing his 
arms around her. “Of course you .would take it 
back,”’ 

From then on they had good luck. They 
bought the New Homestead restaurant in 
Astoria with the money Mrs. Ziegler had been 
putting away. Brunner was chef, Robert Ziegler 
bartender, Alice helped her mother, and Mrs. 
Ziegler ran the place. : 

Early in 1949 Mrs. Ziegler finally could afford 
to have her diamond set—-but she wore it only 
once. 
“Think I want to get killed?’’ she explained. 
“I am going to put it away.” 

Finally, after a hold-up in the neighborhood, 
she decided to put it in their safe-deposit box 
in Manhattan. She was delayed, that Tuesday, 
and arrived two minutes after the bank was 
closed. 

“They wouldn’t let me in,” she said. “I 
begged the guard to let me in.

ERE’S the story of a “bad man” who was 
faithful to his wife. “‘Bad man” is exactly 
the description. Before his days on earth 

were done, he had killed 35 men. 

That sounds incredible, but it’s true.’ This 
amazing man was John Wesley Hardin. He was 
born in Fannin County, Texas, in 1853; His 
father was a preacher. 

The boy was named for the 
great religious leader, John 
Wesley. He, himself, was reli- 

, gious and taught Sunday School. 

By his family and friends, 
he was called “Wes” Hardin. 
What a dreaded name that 
came to be. 

He had a temper as hot as 
a bumblebee’s tail. ; 

At this time, Texas was a 
wild and disordered state. No- 
body was fool enough to ask 
another his real name and, why 
he was in Texas. 

In these surroundings and 
under these conditions, ‘‘Wes”’ 
Hardin grew up. By the time he 
was 19, he had killed 15 men. 

But he always had a good 
excuse; he had been picked on, 
or insulted, or the other man 
had “drawn” first. In fact, all 
his life he looked on himself 
as a much misunderstood man. 
Once he said, “I never killed a 
man in my life except in self-defense.” 

The following is what happened in his first 
love affair. (He wrote a book and told it in 
that.) He was crossing Texas and came to a 
settlement named Kosse, and there met a girl;

ACK HELMS was a famed and dreaded sheriff. 
One day he went to the house where Hardin’s 
wife was living and asked where a man named 
Taylor was. Hardin’s wife didn’t know, but the 
sheriff thought she did and became insulting. 
Finally, he left. 

Jane told Hardin what had happened and he 
vowed revenge. He already hated the sheriff 
and now, stirred by the way she had been 
treated, Hardin fixed up a pretext and killed the 


sheriff. Of course, he had to dust. 

In 1874 he found that his wife was going to 
have a baby; at great hazard to himself, he took 
her to his mother in Gonzales, Tex. 

Money for Jane was not always easy to get. 
But he had a way of his own. One day, when 
he was riding through northern Texas, he came 
to a country store where a dozen men were loaf- 
ing and passing the time of day. 

With a great air of frankness, he told them 
he had to have money and that he was forced 
to raffle off his horse and saddle, and that he 
would do this heart-breaking thing for two dol- 
lars a ticket.

KH IS wife was allowed to visit him in prison and 
he talked to her through the bars. For days 
he was tractable.

He even began to teach Sunday 
School. 

People began to clamor for his pardon and 
his hope leaped. Suddenly came bad news, His 
wife had died. It was a sad blow. He was par- 
doned March 16, 1894, after having served six- 
teen and a half years. 

Wes Hardin went home to his three children, 
He was restless and moody and picked quarrels, 
and began to drink and gamble. 

Aug. 19, 1895, he was shot in the back by 
a man named John Selman, who wanted the 
glory of having killed the worst bad man ever 
known in Texas. He had the glory for a while, 
then he, himself, was shot and killed.

Here was a race as cru-

The editor, Clifton L. Sherman, read the 
letters with interest. One anonymous letter 
stated that conditions at the Archer Home were 
so bad that inmates died of neglect at the rate 
of several a week. 

“A black hearse comes at midnight' to spirit 
away their bodies,’’ the informant confided. 

Sherman smiled. He was unconvinced that 
anything warranted investigating. 

Then Mrs. Nellie Pierce called on him. 

“I’ve come,” she announced, “to report a 
murder at the Archer Home.” 

“A murder?” Sherman regarded her spec- 
ulatively. “I take it you’re a neighbor.” 

“No, I’m from Cheshire. My brother, Frank- 
lin Andrews, lived at Mrs. Archer’s. A strong, 
healthy man he was, just turned 60. And yes- 
terday I buried him.” 

“Suppose you tell me about it,” Sherman said. 

“Well, I went to Windsor to visit him just 
last Sunday. He was fit as a fiddle then. But 
Tuesday evening I had a phone call from Mrs. 
Archer, saying that he’d been taken seriously 
ill. But she told me not to worry, because the 
doctor would be there any minute. She said there 
was no point in my coming so late at night.” 

When she arrived at the Home next morning, 
Mrs. Pierce said, she was told that shortly after 
the doctor’s arrival her brother had died. The 
doctor had attributed his death to an acute re- 
currence of gastric ulcers, 
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“These Are Personal Records,’ Mrs. Archer Said, as the 
Reporter Began to Study the List of Inmates. 


“Nobody can tell me he died of ulcers,” Mrs. 
Pierce said flatly. ‘“‘He had them as a young 
man, but they hadn’t bothered him for years. 

“And another thing. When I got there at 
seven in the morning, his body was already gone. 
The undertaker had taken it during the night.” 

“At midnight?” Sherman asked. ' 

“Yes, I believe that’s what they said. Mr. 
Sherman, there’s something about this that’s not 
right. Why wasn’t I called when he died? Why 
couldn’t I see him until after he was embalmed?” 

“You’re quite right to feel the way you do, 
Mrs. Pierce,”’ the editor said. “We'll investigate 
the matter and get in touch with you very soon.” 

When she had left, Sherman placed his file of 
letters and clippings on the Archer Home befor 
a veteran reporter, Robert Thayer. ; 

“A stomach complaint, sudden death, and a 
body carried out at midnight,’ he commented. 
“What does it suggest to you?” 

“It could be acute indigestion,” Thayer ob-

served. “Or appendicitis, Or murder by poison.” 

“Exactly. And I think we owe it to the pub- 
lic as well’as to Mrs. Pierce to find out.’’ 

Later that day, Thayer visited the Home, 
Mrs. Archer answered his ring, dressed in black 
satin with a white lace collar. The reporter in- 
troduced himself and said his paper was plan- 
ning a story about the Home.

Mrs. Archer said that she and her first hus- 
band had opened the Home in Windsor in 1907. 
He had died in 1910. 

“We have been fairly successful financially, 
however,” she went on. “Our capacity is 14, and 
we are always filled up.” 

Thayer asked if the guests paid their way. 

“Oh, yes, we are entirely self-supporting,” she 
replied. “I sometimes take in guests at a month- 
ly rate, though I don’t like to because relatives 
so often neglect their aged. Their payments stop 
coming and I have to bear the expense myself. 

ually I get a lump sum upon admission for 
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life care. I ask for $1,500, though I sometimes 
take $1,000. I took one poor old lady for $350.” 

Mrs. Archer said things at the Home had 
been much easier when her second husband, 
Michael Gilligan, was living. He had been one 
of the inmates and after their marriage had 
taken an active part in its,management. He had 
died the previous February. 

“It’s difficult without a man around,” she 
went on. “Poor Mr. Andrews helped me for a 
time. - But now he’s gone and I have nobody.” 

A look of disappointment crossed Mrs. 
Archer’s face when Thayer asked about 
Andrews’ death. 

“So my neighbors have been talking again. 
I was afram that was why you had come. Well, 
I'll tell you all I can. He spent the afternoon 
helping me around the yard and at dinner he 
ate much more than usual. Shortly after he 
went to-his room he began to complain of vio- 
lent stomach pains. I helped him to bed and 
sent for ‘our regular doctor. But he was sicker 
than anyone thought. He passed away before 
the doctor could help him.” 

Thayer jotted down the physician’s address, 
then asked if he might look areund a bit. 

“Certainly,’’ Mrs. Archer replied. ‘I do hope 
you'll write something nice about the Home.” 

She showed him through the rooms. Every- 
thing seemed cheerful. A brief look into the 
room occupied by Andrews revealed nothing. 

Thayer, noticing a small office, asked: 

‘Mind if I look at your list of inmates?” 

Mrs. Archer hesitated. “Well, these are 
personal records. Still I don’t see why you 
shouldn't.” 

The reporter looked through a ledger and 
took some notes., 

He started to leave, then turned and said: 

“Oh, by the way, we had a report that Mr. 
Andrews’ body was taken away in the middle of 
the night. Is that correct ?”’ 

“Yes, it’s our usual procedure,’”’ Mrs. Archer 
said calmly. “It’s difficult in an old people’s 
home when death occurs because everyone is so 
depressed, wondering who'll be next.” 

Thayer took his leave. Since the Archer 
Home’s doctor lived only a few doors away on

Chief Egan asked Sherman to publish noth- 


ing while he undertook an investigation. He sent - 


for Mrs. Zola Bennett, a private detective. 

_The elderly Mrs. Bennett applied for ad- 
mission to the Home, describing herself as a 
wealthy, friendless widow and was admitted. 

Mrs. Bennett had arranged to keep in con- 
stant touch with Chief Egan by mail. There had 
been three deaths during May, 1914, and then 
in November 85-year-old Emily Hosmer died. 

Mrs. Bennett’s report, however, said that Mrs. 
Hosmer had collapsed of a stroke and had been 
dead when the doctor arrived. He had certified 
death from apoplexy. Mrs. Bennett said she 
agreed with his conclusion. - 

And then early in December, Mrs. Alice 
Gowdy died. Mrs. Gowdy, aged 71, had entered 
the Home in June. 

This time, Mrs. Bennett found suspicious cir- 
cumstances. Mrs. Gowdy had ously suffered 
several mild attacks of cholera morbus. On 
Thanksgiving Day, after a hearty dinner, she 
became violently ill and had insisted on calling 
her family physician, Dr. Emma.Thompson._ - 

Dr. Thom treated her, and by Nov. 30th 
Mrs. Gowdy had almost recovered, though she 
remained in bed. 

During the next two days, Mrs. Archer re- 
ported Mrs. Gowdy -continued to improve. Then, 
the day after, Dr. Thompson was called hastily. 
Mrs. Gowdy appeared to have had a relapse. 

She died within an hour. 

Chief Egan sent Capt. Robert Hurley to visit 
Dr. Thompson. She was more than willing to 
talk about Mrs. Gowdy’s death. 


The Archer Home for Elderly People Was Operated 
on a Business Basis—A Business Which Appeared to 
Be the Speedy Extermination of Its Paid-Up Guests 


Prospect Street, he decided to stop in. The doc- 
tor, a gray-haired, handsome man with a brisk, 
professional manner, seémed irritated at his call. 
“There was nothing unusual about Andrews’ 
déath,” he said. ‘True, he appeared a well man, 
but he had a history of ulcers. He severely over- 
taxed his stomach that flight, which caused a 
violent recurrence and put too great a strain on 
his heart. As acting medical examiner for Wind- 
sor, I certified death due to gastric ulcers.” 
Thayer suggested the possibility of poison. 
“Ridiculous!”’ the doctor retorted. “I’d have 
noticed the symptoms,” 
Thayer’ returned to his office. He had found 
little to confirm Mrs. Pierce’s suspicions. 


GUDDENLY he found himself studying his 
notes with greater interest. The Archer 
Home had a capacity of 14 guests. According 
to his notes, there had been 40 deaths there 
since Jan. 1, 1911, a period of about 3% years. 
That was about 11 deaths per year. 

The number seemed rather high; still with 
sickly old people, perhaps it was normal. 

Then on an impulse he telephoned the State 
Old People’s Home in Hartford. He was told 
that they accommodate 67 inmates anc were al- 
ways filled. He asked for the number of deaths 
in the 31% years since January, 1911. 

“Twenty-four deaths,” a secretary told him. 

“Then your death rate with 67 patients 1s 
about seven a year,” Thayer said. “Is that a 
normal rate for old people’s homes?”’ ? 

“Yes, that sounds about average.” 

Thayer hung up and figured that at that 
rate, the Archer Home with only 14 guests should 
have averaged less than two deaths per year. 

The Archer average was 11 per year! 

After an editorial conference, Sherman and 
Thayer visited Chief Thomas F. Egan of the 
Connecticut State Police. 

Egan stared at them in amazément. “Are 
you telling me that 40 Archer inmates have been 
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. “I'd just decided to go to the police myself,” 
she said. “Mrs. Gowdy’s attack on Thanksgiving 
seemed a severe one. But she responded so well 
to treatment that I stopped seeing her after the 
third day, leaving Mrs. Archer to telephone me if 
there was a change for the worse. | 

“When I heard nothing, I assumed that she’d 
recovered. But when I was suddenly called on 


Dec. 4th, I found that she had apparently 


had a severe relapse. She was barely breathing 
and I could detect no pulse. “It was too late for 
me to do anything for her. I called the acting 
medical examiner and he accepted my diagnosis 
of cholera morbus. 

“But afterwards, I began to wonder,” Dr. 
Thompson went on. “There was a curious cold- 
ness and rigidity in Mrs. Gowdy’s extremities, 
and other unusual symptoms. Captain Hurley, 
I’m certain Mrs. Gowdy was poisoned.”’ 

On the basis of Dr. Thompson's statement, 
Coroner J. G. Calhoun issued a permit for an 
autopsy on Alice Gowdy’s body. 

. That night the body was disinterred by moon- 
light and an autopsy was performed at once. 
Dr. Arthur Wolff of Hartford discovered in the 


3 stomach far more than a lethal dose of arsenic. 


Chief Egan now launched a secret investiga- 
tion. Armed with a list of former Archer in- 
mates supplied by Mrs. Bennett, he sent detec- 
tives to visit their relatives and the detectives 
found concrete reasons’ to suspect poisoning in 
the deaths of three more inmates: Charles Smith, 
Mrs. Maude Lynch and Mrs. Archer’s second 
husband, Michael Gilligan. 

Coroner Calhoun issued permits for the dis- 
interment of their bodies as well as that of 
Franklin Andrews. A report from Dr. Wolff 
established that they died of arsenical poisoning. 

The coroner now authorized the wholesale dis- 
interment of the bodies of former Archer in- 
mates. Meanwhile, a systematic check. of 
arsenic sales was begun. ° 

Egan then summoned Sherman and Thayer

“Of course!” Egan said. “When a guest died, 
she could take in a new one and get another fee.” 

“Still, Mrs. Bennett could find no poison at 
the Home,” Alcorn putin. “We've got a motive, 
but to build a case we'll need evidence that she 
actually bought arsenic. Whose names were you 
looking for on the poison records?” 

“Principally the doctor’s and Mrs. Archer’s,” 
Egan said. 

‘Suppose Mrs. Archer sent her own inmates 
to buy the poison! She might have told them 
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she’d seen rats around the place.” 

Egan immediately sent a detective to make a 
re-check on Windsor’s three pharmacies. After 
a brief interval, the detective telephoned from a 
drug store just a block from the Archer Home: 

“There are four Archer inmates, now dead, 
whose names appear on the record here. They 
bought more than two pounds of arsenic.” 

That evening, Egan, Hurley and several police 
visited Mrs. Archer and informed her that she 
was under arrest for murder. 

“T’ve no idea what you mean. I am innocent 
of wrongdoing to any inmate of my Home.” 

They took her to the Hartford County jail. 

Chief Egan now lifted the publicity ban. Edi- 
tor Sherman was rewarded for his efforts when 
his paper was first on the stands with the head- 
line: “BELIEVE ARCHER HOME FOR AGED 
A MURDER FACTORY!” : 

Newspapers throughout the East took up the 
case and it became, an overnight sensation. 

The. doctor for the Archer Home issued a 
sworn statement. He felt there were a good 
many deaths, but he had trusted Mrs. Archer 
and had not checked the death rate at another 
home. They had been sickly old people, and 
their deaths had not seemed unnatural to him. 

The authorities were forced to conclude that 
he was the innocent dupe of Mrs. Archer, and 
no charges were brought against him. 

Mrs. Archer was brought to trial in Hartford. 
A court ruling forced the prosecution to con-. 
centrate on one accusation. She was therefore 
charged with Franklin Andrews’ murder. The 
jury found her guilty and she was sentenced 
to be hanged. | 

A storm of protest arose over the death 
sentence fora woman. The case was appealed on 
a technicality and a new trial ordered. This time 
Mrs. Areher pleaded. guilty to Andrews’ murder 
and was sentenced to life imprisonment. 

But Amy Archer-Gilligan was not to spend 
her life behind prison bars. In 1928 she was 
transferred to the Connecticut State Hospital for 
the Insane, where, it was reeently reported, she 
was still living at the age of 84,

Hang it where there is 
free circulation of air so 
that weather dampness: 
and body moisture’ can 
evaporate. When garment 
is completely dry, begin 
your all-important - daily 
brushing. 

2. Brush woolens care- 
fully and thoroughly with 
a firm bristled brush. Go 
over the entire garment, 
paying particular attention 
to dust-catching crevices. 
Open pleats, turn back col- 
lars, get into cuffs and un- 
der seam edges. Micro- 
scopic bits of soil g&ther 
readily into such “dust 
pockets,” grinding into the 
fiber with abrasive effect 
that literally wears out the 
fabric. Brushing not only 
cleanses but rejuvenates 
and enlivens wool fibers. 

Inspect collars for any 
appearance of the unsight- 
ly “powder line.” If brisk 
brushing does not eradi- 
cate this line, use a damp 
cloth or sponge to remove 
grayish tinge.

3. Care for wet woolen 
apparel promptly. All wool- 
en apparel can stand an 
occasional clash with a 
winter shower or snow 
flurry. Immediate care 
once you get home will 
prevent permanent dam- 
age.

heat. Sunshine and air are 
excellent for wool, but ex- 
cessive heat breaks the

5. Use well-shaped hang- 
ers. Wide-shoulder wooden 
hangers are best for coats 
and suits.
